Boyle said he wanted all 
Union members to join in the 
organizing drive, 

"Our fight today,” he said, 
"is the same as it was in 1890: 
To organize and bring under the 
great banner of the UMW all 
coal miners who toil within our 
jurisdiction. 

The Union says it has 140,000 
members and represents about 
80' ; of the coal miners working 
in 20 states and Canada.

Seaman Donald L. Fugate, 
USN, son of Mrs. Coxie Fugate 
if Harveyton, Ky., participated 
January 6.15 in an amphibious 
landing operation called MED. 
LANDEX 1.65 while serving 
aboard the attack aircraft car. 
rier USS Forrestal. 

The exercise, which took 
place on the beaches of Porto 
Scudo and Cape Teulada, Sar. 
dinia, was conducted to give 
both Marine and fleet units 
training in conducting full scale 
amphibious operations. 

During the live firing exer. 
cise, Marines landed from ships 
and helicopters. In the helicop. 
ter landing phase, called verti. 
cal envelopment, Marines are 
flown over and behind enemy 
lines to cut off enemy supplies 
and reinforcements. 

Training operations of this 
type are conducted periodically 
by units of the Sixth Fleet in 
the Mediterranean to insure the 
c mbat readiness of all elc.
